CHAUNCEY  D.  LEAKE,  our  speaker  at  the  annual  faculty  dinner,  is  a 
distinguished  scientist,  teacher,  and  writer.  He  is  president-elect  of 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 

We  can  credit  our  good  fortune  in  getting  him  to  the  strong  bond  between 
an  able  teacher  and  a good  student.  Henry  Stevens,  Chairman  of  our 
Department  of  Physical  Sciences,  studied  human  physiology  under 
Dr.  Leake  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  shortly  after  the  first  world 
war.  Not  long  out  of  Princeton,  the  young  teacher  was  known  as  "Sarge," 
a nickname  acquired  in  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service. 

Dr.  Stevens  recalls  the  teacher's  imaginative  and  stimulating  qualities 
and  particularly  his  idea  that  classes  be  divided  into  teams  of  instruction 
under  a tutorial  system.  The  idea  proved  too  costly  for  use  at  Wisconsin, 
but  was  later  adopted  by  the  Western  Reserve  Medical  School. 

After  obtaining  a doctorate  at  Wisconsin  and  rising  to  a full  professor, 

Dr.  Leake  moved  to  the  University  of  California  where  he  organized  the 
Department  of  Pharmacology  and  was  lecturer  in  medical  history  and  librarian 
of  the  Medical  School.  Later  he  served  as  Executive  Vice-President  in 
charge  of  the  medical  branch  of  the  University  of  Texas  at  Galveston.  He 
is  now  Assistant  Dean  and  Professor  of  Pharmacology  in  the  School  of 
Medicine,  Ohio  State  University. 


Dr.  Leake's  research  on  the  effect  of  pharmacology  and  anesthetic 
agents  on  the  brain  has  led  to  valuable  scientific  findings.  In 
addition  he  has  written  on  the  history  of  medicine  and  the  philosophy 
of  science.  His  "Lethion"  in  blank  verse  tells  of  anesthesia  from 
earl iest  times. 

Dr.  Leake  prepared  the  annotated  edition  of  Percival's  "Medical  Ethics" 
on  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  publication  in  England.  He  is 
co-author  with  Patrick  Romanel 1 of  "Can  We  Agree,"  essays  on  the  approaches 
of  science  and  philosophy  to  the  solution  of  ethical  problems. 

R.  E.  McArdle  will  preside  at  the  dinner.  Honor  guests  will  be  faculty 
members  who  have  been  associated  with  the  School  for  20  years  and  students 
who  this  past  year  have  completed  requirements  for  certificates.
